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Town Manager’s Report 


Highlights for 1950 include war memorial on Vil- 
lage Green, new Fire Station, Limerock Street Sewer, 
and the beginning of the Gymnasium-Auditorium. 


We are again indebted to Mrs. Mary Curtis Zim- 
balist for the war memorial and flag pole presented to 
the town of Camden, with a suitable ceremony, last 
July, adding dignity to our beautiful Village Green. 


The new fire station built this year will suitably 
house all our fire equipment, provide for a work shop 
and quarters for the men; there also will be quarters . 
for the prowl car for Police Department when we get 
it. A much needed improvement practically completed 
without an appropriation in 1950, it being financed by 
the Capital Reserve funds plus the 1950 Excise Tax. 
Private funds will complete the inside work. 


The Gym is under construction and will be ready 
for occupancy when school begins next fall. At a spe- 
cial town meeting the town voted a bond issue of 
$160,000.00 for the Gym and remodeling the high 
school and grade school buildings. Bonds were sold 
for 100.056 per $100.00, coupons bearing interest at 
rate of 1.70% paid semi-annually, bonds dated Septem- 
ber 1, 1950, maturing $8,000.00 per year beginning 
September 1, 1951. We are in debt again but it is 
probably worth it, as indicated by vote of town. 


The cost of local government is bound to go up 
this coming year; for instance it will require an in- 
crease in tax rate of 214 mills for bond retirement and 
interest. It is absolutely necessary to increase substan- 
tially the wages of the town employees, who have al- 
ready been neglected too long. Their loyalty is 100% 
and their pay should compensate their ability and will- 
ingness to do their work. The cost of material will 
also increase over last year. 


We made two truck replacements in 1950 from 
the equipment fund; exchanged the 1941 Dodge for a 
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1950 GMC pick-up and exchanged the 1941 GMC for 
a, 1950 International. Total expense of trucks $4,616.23 
leaving a balance of $2,641.13 in the equipment fund. 
We probably erred in not exchanging the Oshkosh, 
purchased in 1942, as a new truck may be hard to get 
in 1951. We should however, provide additional reve- 
nue to build up the equipment fund for an emergency. 


It is recommended by the Civil Defense Organiza- 
tion that the town should raise money for a local de- 
fense program. While it is a voluntary organization 
it may require some funds for carrying on the program. 
The plan is being set up as a County organization 
with certain duties assigned to local communities. At 
present the only function assigned to the local govern- 

-ment is to provide Warden Services. A. Burton Steven- 
son, Jr., who so satisfactorily handled this service in 
World War II has accepted the assignment to act as 

Chief Warden for Camden in the new plan. He will 
select his deputies and the deputies will select their 
assistants. As the County organization gets perfected 
we will be asked to do more; there will be a job for 
every one, and we all should be willing to do our part.

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Chamber of Commerce 


For the purpose of “advertising our natural re- 
sources, advantages‘and attractions,” the sum of $700 
was appropriated by the town of Camden in 1950 and 
turned over to the Chamber of Commerce to adminis- 
ter. 

The report of the highlights of the promotion of 
this area by this Chamber during the past year in- 
cludes: 

Publication and distribution through many states 
of 10,000 folders with pictures, maps and information 
about this town ($461); publication and distribution 
of 3,000 Mountain Trail Guides, with maps and des- 
cription of foot and ski trails ($86) ; distribution of 
Winter Sports folders; full-page advertisement in 
“Maine Invites You” published by Maine Publicity 
Bureau ($250) with new cut ($68) ; daily snow reports 
to metropolitan newspapers and radios ($38); other 
publicity ($20). Many hundreds of letters were writ- 
ten in answer to inquiries about real estate, cruises, 
accommodations, winter sports and to supply informa- 
tion on many other subjects (cost of postage, station- 
ery, office supplies, stenographic assistance, $362) ; 
pictures, news or feature items were also furnished to 
out-of-state newspapers and magazines and coopera- 
tion given to writers, and photographers. 

The Information Center, at 31 Main Street, fur- 
nished information about employment and employees 
in response to 193 inquiries; answered 4,800 questions 

from 3,151 persons from 34 states about real estate, 
places to stay, recreational facilities, products of local 
manufacturers, craftsmen, artists. Office served as a 
point of contact for summer residents and visitors and 
built good will in a great variety of ways (salary, tele- 
mhone, office supplies, etc. $330). | 

In addition to the above, many members of the 
Chamber of Commerce have donated their time and 
efforts this past year to the following projects: 

Fire Prevention Committee carried out fire pre- 
vention campaign, won second place in Maine in na- 
tional contest. . 
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Industry Committee publicized products of local 
industries, assisted in securing display at Portland 
R. R. station for these products; furnished information 
and assistance to prospective industries; held meeting 
to clarify new Wage-Hour law regulations; protested 
train curtailment. Maine Products Week Committee 
participated in state-wide promotion of local and Maine 
products. 

Plant-a-Tree Committee raised funds and planted — 
shade trees to replace many cut down in recent years 
and insure shade trees for coming generations. 

Mountain Trail Committee cleared and marked 
new trails and remarked old trails; rebuilt 32-ft. foot- 
bridge over Spring Brook, helped with culvert for 
Park Truck Road. 

Merchants Committee arranged calendar of holi- 
day store closings, sponsored Christmas Lighting, new 
street signs for Camden, held conference with state 
Sethe Engineer regarding traffic and parking prob- 
ems. , 

Solicitations Committee protected public from 
fraudulent solicitations through investigation of out- 
of-town solicitors; published information about “rack- 
ets.” 

Education Committee initiated first Business- 
Education Day with tours of local industries, to pro- 
mote better understanding between businessmen and 
educators. 

Recreation Council helped coordinate recreational 
activities of many local groups. 

Public Beach Committee worked with town mana- 
ger in improving beach facilities and care. 

Mosquito and Fly Control Committee sponsored 
DDT spraying program.

During the past year I have signed one applica- 
tion to sell milk and cream in the town of Camden. The 
State Inspector has taken care of the rest. | 


For example: During the year of 1947, I signed 
twenty-seven applications for producers to sell milk 
and cream. This falling off is due to the fact that the 
State is enforcing the law, “That no Producer shall be 

- allowed to sell milk and cream, except they are equip- 
ped with a milk room, so constructed as to comply with 
the laws of the State.” Most Producers cannot afford 
such a milk room, hence they are selling to pasteuriz- 
ing plants. Such producers do not require a license. 


There have been forty-three samples of milk and 
cream taken, all have been tested, and passed in most 
cases satisfactorily. 


There have been but few complaints. 


The result of all tests have been published in the 
Camden Herald. 


There are fourteen dealers selling milk and cream 
a ine town of Camden. All are licensed according to 
e law. , 


All herds have been tested for T. B. and Bangs 
disease during 1949 and 1950, and show an improve- 
ment over previous years.

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Report of Fire Department 


Another year has come to an end and this has been 
a very busy one for me with the new building going 
up. We are pleased to say that the outside at this time 
(January 22) is nearly completed. We have the shing- 
ling to do and the cap to put on the brick work on the 
front which cannot be done until warm weather, and 
then the grading around the place in the spring. We 
intend to set a flag pole in front of the office. The work 
on the inside is going along very well, by all volunteer 
labor, and the material is being bought from the do- 
nations we are receiving. The only work that we have 
to pay for is the electrical part, which we think should 
be done by men that know their business rather than 
by firemen. We are using all the proceeds of the Fire- 
men’s Ball to purchase material. There should be some 
fireman ask you to buy tickets to help the cause. We 
hope to be in the new station about March Ist. 

We are pleased to report that for the eleventh 
time we are second place in the state in our fire pre- 
vention work and again being awarded a certificate 
from the National Fire Waste Council. This program 
is carried on with the help of the Chamber of Com- 
merce secretary, the schools by the cooperation of Mr. 
Christie by giving us time to work with the pupils, and 
the citizens of the town who, we believe, are getting 
fire conscious. 

The time is coming soon when we have got to 
spend some money on our fire alarm system. The most 
of the material used in the fire alarm is classed as 
critical and next to impossible to obtain so that will 
have to come later. 

With the world situation as it is we are going to 
lose some of our members to the armed forces. So 
far we have Arthur Leonard in the Army and Franklin 
Kennedy in the Navy. This means that we have to put 
substitutes in their places and the state is asking us 
all the time to be prepared for anything that may come 
by organizing and training about 30 auxiliary firemen. 
The American Legion has been asked to help in this 
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project by forming seven. squads of four men each to 
help anywhere they can in an emergency. Their Cap- 
tain and organizer is James Small, and we will do the 
training. 

The number of fires for the past three years has 
been going down. 1948, 115 calls; 1949, 95 calls; 1950, 
85 calls. The causes of the 85 are listed below.

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Report of Camden Y.M.C. A. 


As we make this report to you, we are reminded 
of this fact. Words and figures do not reveal the com- 
plete story of the YMCA. It is liken to a stage perform- 
ance. One does not see the planning and effort that is 
put forth to produce the perfected performance. And 
so in the Y, we do not see the finished product until 
the individual has been molded through the character 
building program of the Y and the influences of their 
homes, schools, and churches which help them take 
their place as worthy citizens in the total picture of 
community life. 


The North American YMCA, which began in Bos- 
ton, is celebrating its 100th Anniversary and is ready 
to serve another 100 years. Your YMCA is a part of 
this vast program. It has served this community for 
the past 37 years and is ready to serve it for another 
37 years. This in itself is a living testimony to its ef- 
fectiveness. And when, looking behind the scene we 
can observe that this has been made possible through 
faithful and untiring efforts of trained leaders, lay- 
men, the generous support of the citizens of Camden, 
and the summer friends of the Y. 


At all times the main purpose of the local Y is to, 
help young people develop a Christian Character and 
to aid them in building a Christian Society, by the 
maintenance of such activities and service as to con- 
tribute to their physical, social, mental and spiritual 
growth, and by such means as may help to accomplish 
this purpose. 


The Y Bowling Program consists of a Women’s 
League with six teams playing a 30 match schedule. 
There are 50 interested women who hold a banquet 
and business session each month. Each year they spon- 
gor a project which is a great help to the Y. Their pro- 
ject for the year 1950 was curtains for the activity 
rooms. 
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Men’s Bowling League consists of eight teams and 
a 28 game schedule. Approximately 64 men are enroll- 
ed in this wholesome activity. At the end of the season, 
those who have qualified for the “300” Club, take part 
in a tourney. 


Other groups from the community use the alleys 
during the year. Open bowling 1s permitted when no 
activities are scheduled. 


The Y Prayer Meeting Group, organized in 1946, 
meets regularly and during its 24 sessions has had a 
total attendance of 2445. Its enrollment is 225 boys 
and girls between the ages of 6-16. Those attending a 
required number of sessions receive a certificate. Of 
179 given out, five of these were for five consecutive 
years. These boys and girls are missionary minded be- 
cause they seek to help others by giving to worthy 
causes. Their Christmas program was recorded so 
others might enjoy it. 


The club program consists of two important and 
active groups, the girls’ Tri-Hi-Y and boys’ Megunti- 
cook Hi-Y. During their 33 sessions each year, their 
programs consist of educational, inspirational, social 
and joint meetings. Career Day at the High School is 
one of the outstanding projects of the Megunticook 
Hi-Y. The Tri-Hi-Y meets in the homes of its members. 


A new group, the craft class, has created a great 
deal of interest and has helped the young people to 
invest their spare time properly. 


Physical activities consist of gym class for Cadet 
boys and girls (8-11), Junior boys and girls (12-14), 
and Older boys and girls (15-18). Senior members use 
the gym when young people’s classes are not scheduled. 
The High School holds four hour sessions three days 
a week and the Junior High, two hour sessions two 
days a week. All home games are played in the gym. 


Beate is played by Senior and Young men mem- 
ers. 


Two hundred and fifty boys and girls enjoyed the 
Rotary Club Halloween party. aie 
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Other groups using the Y include Girl Scouts, 
CHS Cheer Leaders, Townsend Club, Miss Oliver’s

PUBLIC BEACH REPORT 
June 12 to September 7, 1950 


After the warm weather started the last of June, 
the Public Beach was well attended. 

During the summer, the picnic tables were paint- 
ed. Five new lawn chairs were donated. Sheet iron 
partitions were installed in the bath house, also an 
outside shower. 

Due to lack of funds, the float was not ready until 
July 12. Several new garbage cans were placed along 
the beach and the picnic tables. The public was very 
cooperative in helping keep the place clean. 

Special gatherings at the beach were, Sunday 
School picnics from Warren, Union, Thomaston and 
Camden; the Salvation Army from Rockland; Women’s 
Club from Monson; the Junior Division of Camp Medo- 
mak; Androscoggin Boys’ Camp from Wayne; Camp 
Adahi from Union, and three different groups of Youth 
Cyclists. 

The largest attendance on any single day was over 
300 people and 62 different cars. The largest attend- 
ance at any one time was 205 people with 30 children in 
the water when the count was taken.

Children are the greatest potential asset of any 
community. To safeguard their health, Immunization 
Clinics were held during the months of May, June and 
July, under the direction of Dr. Harry Tounge. The 
total number of whooping cough, diphtheria and teta- 
nus immunizations was 26; also nine booster shots and 
21 vaccinations. 


It is the privilege, also a distinct responsibility of 
parents, to have their children vaccinated against 
smallpox and immunized against diphtheria and 
whooping couph. When these diseases can either be 
prevented or lessened in severity by immunization, it 
would seem imperative that all parents take advantage 
of this measure, either by the family physician or at 
the Clinic. 


Four Crippled Children’s Clinics were held in 
Rockland, in February, May, August and November. 
When recommended by a physician, children may be 
referred to Crippled Children’s Clinics, cardiac or pe- 
diatric, which are held regularly in Bangor.

The State Department of Health and Welfare held 
two x-ray Clinics in Rockland in May and November. 
Preparations were made for these by personal, home 
visits to those returned from the sanatorium, contacts, 
or suspect cases. Patch testing was provided for child- 
ren who are contacts. 


Individuals who were x-rayed at these Clinics 
numbered 28 and contact visits totaled 39. 


Each year gratifying gains are made in the field 

of public nursing, and more families are made con- 

scious of the importance of healthy environment, good 

diet, symptoms of the onset of disease, and when and 
where to go for assistance with health problems. 


During the year we have been able, through local 
funds, to furnish a few children with cod liver oil and 
milk daily. 


I wish to express my appreciation for the co- 

operation and constructive interest of town officials, 

- District Nursing Association board members, and 

citizens who are making possible this nursing and 

health project. Grateful acknowledgment is also made 

to the doctors, whose support is indispensable in this 
work and who unfailingly respond to all requests. 


By united effort and vigilant safeguards, the nurs- 
ing program will be enabled to continue and improve 
its operations in the maintenance and protection of 
community health.

Community Hospital. It was necessary to install a new 
sewer system and also to secure new laundry equip- 
ment. Other repairs and improvements will be neces- 
sary during the coming year if the plant is to be main- 
tained upon an efficient basis. This means that we shall 
have to depend more than ever upon a generous public 
response to all hospital appeals and particularly to the 
Annual Summer Drive. 


The help of the ladies of the Auxiliary, both finan- 
cially and in terms of services, has been of incalculable 
value during the year and is acknowledged with deep 
appreciation. 


We are also indebted to all who have in any way 
contributed to the success of the Annual Drive or other 
activities for the support of the hospital and its work 
during the past year. 


The appreciation for the efficiency, courtesy and 
friendliness shown by the hospital staff which is so 
often expressed by patients and their families is a 
source of deep satisfaction to the Superintendent an 
the Directors. 


The Board of Directors has been very active this 
year with members taking an increasing part in hospi- 
tal affairs. The accumulating effects of this teamwork 
between staff, Directors, Auxiliary and community 
should become increasingly evident in the days to come. 


The accompanying statistics covering patients 
cared for in 1950 as compared with 1949 show that the 
facilities of the hospital are being used more and more 
extensively to meet the health needs of this area. The 
fact that “Patient or Hospital Days” have declined in 
spite of an increase in the number of patients admitted 
in all categories is due to the present-day tendency to 
reduce the period of hospitalization for many types of 
illness and means lower hospital costs to the patient.

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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


To the Citizens of Camden: 


It is with pleasure that I submit my fifth annual 
report as superintendent of the Camden Schools. Un- 
usual progress has been made in improving school fa- 
cilities during the year and other improvements are 
planned for the near future. , 


There are four new names on our teachers’ list 
this year. Esther Rogers, who served in this capacity a 
few years ago, has replaced Ruth Collemer as super- 
visor of vocal music. We are sorry that Mrs. Collemer 
has decided to devote her time to private lessons, but 
we are pleased to welcome Mrs. Rogers as we are sure 
that our music program is still being well supervised. 


Mr. Charles Goddard, a graduate of the Univer- 
sity of Maine, is serving as teacher of mathematics 
and coach of basketball. This change relieves Mr. Dai- 
ley of the high school basketball and allows him to 
devote more time to work with the younger boys and 
girls. 


Miss Ethel Fowler, a graduate of Farmington 
State Teacher’s College has replaced Carolyn Dudley 
Boynton as home economics instructor. 


James Wentworth, a graduate of the University 
of Maine has replaced Joseph Hamblen as one of the 
Veterans’ farm instructors. 


Several teachers have again availed themselves of 
opportunities to improve their professional standing 
by attending summer sessions and extension courses. 


Cordelia Barnard, Doris Frye, Stanley Frye and 
Dorothy Spear attended the summer sessions at Gor- 
ham State Teachers College. Mr. and Mrs. ‘Frye and 
Mrs. Spear were members of the sociography course 
which made a study of Maine geography, history and 
industries. Mina Boardman, Laura Smart, Margaret 
Ford and Phyllis Monroe attended the University of 
Maine summer session. 
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Lucine Arau, Evelyn Bailey, Mina Boardman, 
Louise Dyer, Doris Frye, Winifred Barbour, Luella 
Hennings, Eva Rideout, Laura Smart, Marjorie Steen 
and Pearl Walden were members of the Harvard-Bos- 
ton University extefision course in Oral Language 
Skills given at Rockland during the first semester of 
the present year. 


Laurence Dailey attended Saturday courses at the 
University of Maine during the first semester. He plans 
to continue and will be joined by Mr. Wood, Miss Wal- 
den, Miss Steen and Mrs. Frye during the second se- 
mester of the present year. 


A very good teachers’ salary schedule was pro- 
posed by the teachers before the last annual Town 
Meeting. This schedule was approved by the school 
committee and the necessary money raised by the town 
to put it in operation in September 1950. In order that 
this schedule might be started the more experienced 
teachers agreed to start in the position of a teacher with 
one year of experience. This schedule calls for an an- 
nual increment of $100 for each teacher until the maxi- 
mum is reached and should help us to hold our good 

teachers even in the face of increasing teacher short- 
ages. 


- The school lunch program started last year by 
the P.T.A. has been continued by the school depart- 
ment with Mary Nash as supervisor-cook and Marion 
Huntley as assistant. Several mothers and other inter- 
ested persons have given many hours of free labor to 
this project making it possible to have one or more 
extra helpers each day in order that a larger number 
of children may be served. The clerical work is being 
performed by Mrs. Hennings who serves as treasurer 
of the program. The average of pupils participating 
daily during the first four months of the year was as 
follows: September 145, October 147, November 150, 
December 148. These children are benefiting greatly 
from a well balanced hot meal instead of a cold box 
lunch at noon. Due to rising costs it seemed necessary 
to raise the price charged pupils five cents per meal. 
We have received excellent cooperation from parents, 
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local merchants and friends to keep this program suc- 
cessful. 


The program of Institutional-on-Farm Training 
for Veterans, now in its fourth year, continues to serve 
by providing practical educational experiences for ap- 
proximately forty-five men in this area. Payments from 
the Government for building maintenance have made 
it possible to install new lighting fixtures in the high 
school building. 


Among the major repairs paid for from the regu- 
lar repairs account are: painting the outside of the 
high school building by C. Kendall Hopkins and Son, 
reinsulating the Camden Grade School steam boilers 
by L. O. Gross, and repairs to the Grade School roof 
by Elmer M. Young. 


Part of the permanent improvement fund has 
been used to assist in improving the baseball field 
which is part of the school playground and to buy 
snow fence which was necessary to protect this new 
work. 


The school building committee provided for by 
the annual Town Meeting and consisting of the follow- 
ing members, Rev. Ferdinand J. Loungway, chairman, 
Alexander Gillmor, vice-chairman, Lindon E. Christie, 
secretary, Doris Brewster, Dorothy Packard, Helen 
Parker, George H. Thomas, Arthur Hatch, Emerson 
Rawley, Josiah H. Hobbs, William P. Kelley, Percy 


R. Keller, Alexander Dority, Clarence Thomas, Albert — 


Collins and Douglass Kelley, met several times to study 
the present school buildings, future needs and the best 
way by which these needs might be met. After meeting 
with representatives of the architect, Alonzo J. Harri- 
man, the committee made recommendations to the Spe- 
cial Town Meeting held on August 7 that the following 


program be adopted and that the costs estimated by the 


architect be raised.

of which approximately $20,000 may be taken from the 
capital reserve fund. 


The Town Meeting voted to follow the recommen- 
dations of the building committee as presented by 
Chairman Loungway and to raise the necessary 
$160,000 by issuing bonds. 


As awarding contracts on some of these items is 
contingent upon the completion of other items, not all 
contracts have been let. 


Kenneth Ryder was low bidder and was awarded 
a contract to refinish the Elm Street School at a price 
of $4,255.20. This project was completed before school 
opened. Elmer Young as low bidder received a contract 
for refinishing the interior of the high school building 
at a price of $3,945.00. This work was also completed 
before school opened. Lighting installations are being 
made through the cooperation of Robert Smith, How- 
ard Rollins and Raymond Billings. 


We strongly recommend that automatic oil burn- 
ing equipment be installed in the Camden Grade School 
this year. With the four new rooms more janitor ser- 
vice will be needed unless this is done. The time has 
‘come when it is expensive to hand fire school buildings 
where automatic equipment can do the job much better. 
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A fence along Knowlton Street would improve the 
control of the playground area and prevent repeated 
damage to the baseball field. The playground equipment 
purchased by the P.T.A. and the American Legion for 
the summer playground and left for the school children 
has been extensively used and greatly appreciated by 
the children. Similar equipment is needed at the Elm 
‘Street School. 


The following prizes were awarded last June: The 
Charles C. Wood Scholarship awards to Lucille Talbot 
and Gail Frye. The Thomas McKay and Dr. Douglas 
Thom Citizenship prizes to Robert Davis and Ruth 
Littlefield.

ANNUAL REPORT OF THE TOWN OF CAMDEN, MAINE 81 


School Nurse Report 


Space is much too limited to attempt to explain all 
that we are trying to do to improve our school health 
system. I will explain two of our “new attempts” and 
give a short report on the others. 


Our “physicals” this year were ably done by Dr. 
Frank Kibbe. We have yet to send out a few reports. 


The hearing tests were done this year with the aid 
of the State audiometer. This was a much-needed ma- 
chine. We hope to have the use of it yearly now. | 


Our “School Health Fund” of $250.00 has been 
put to use in its entirety and many, many families were 
aided. Five tonsilectomies were done, much dental 
work, and many other necessary corrections too numer- 
ous to mention. I wish to give my thanks for the use 
of the Salvation Army and Montgomery Funds. Many 
dollars were paid out from each of these funds. The 
Lions Club aided, as usual, towards the supplying of 
glasses, trips to Waterville, etc. 


Dr. Kenneth Green has been doing a capable job 
of examining the eyes. 


Mrs. Kenneth Green has been “pinch hitting” for 
‘me while I have been on an enforced “sick leave.”’ My 
sincere thanks to you, Dolly. 


Our “clothes closet”? has been a big success. Many 
donations have been received and I wish to thank 
every one who contributed. The amount received was 
great—but the need is greater, especially for warm 
clothes for ages 6 to 10 years. 


This last year a somewhat different examination 
was done in our dental work. That is, each child from 
the Sub-Primary to the Fifth Grade was examined by 
Dr. Walter Strang and each cavity was noted on indi- 
vidual cards. These cards have been sent home with the 
hopes that when the parents noted the amount of work 
that needed to be done, they would attend to it. We have 
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had very poor results in the last few years and many of 
the children’s teeth are in poor condition. Of course 
there are many parents and dentists who feel it is not 
necessary to save baby teeth. 


The need for placing the child under dental super- 
vision early is clearly indicated by the number of cavi- 
ties found in young children. It is estimated that 90% 
of the children in the 5-6 year group have decayed 
teeth. Moreover, 60% of the children in the same age 
group have seven or more cavities. 


Dental caries can be controlled and the premature 
loss of deciduous teeth (baby teeth) be prevented only 
when the dentist is consulted early and regularly. If 
the deciduous teeth can be kept in a healthy condition 
until the permanent teeth are ready to erupt, fewer 
irregularities in alinement will occur. The deciduous 
teeth seem to guide the permanent teeth into their pro- 
per position. The early treatment of dental defects, 
before the damage to the tooth is extensive, takes less 
time, thus reducing the cost. With the aid of the Par- 
ent-Teachers Association, we have been endeavoring 
to establish a permanent Dental Health Fund similar 
to our regular Health Fund. From this fund we draw 
the amounts needed to care for the dental work on 
children whose parents are not in a position to do so. 


Each child examined this year will be examined 
every year until graduation, as will each incoming 
class. Therefore, if his or her teeth were put into condi- 
tion now, each year should show less and less cavities 
with very little extensive work necessary. 


The United States has about two million or more 
‘“Defectives” (physically and mentally handicapped), 
the major portion of whom are cared for by relatives, 
friends, or the public. The dependent sick and the aged 
are not included in the foregoing class. The term “‘de- 
fectives” does not imply that any social stigma is plac- 
ed upon those who are so classified. The defective child 
may be loved deeply yet many families are weighted 
down, made to function inefficiently, and suffer the 
pangs of anxiety and strain, as the result of the inti- 
mate closeness of the child. 
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It is not abstract or remote, but very present and 
concrete, and I feel that it is up to us as a community 
to do what we can in our schools to help there parents. 


In any community, small or large, there are some 
children and youths who are blind, deaf, crippled, or 
suffer from chronic diseases, and there are some who 
are handicapped by low ability to learn. Opportunity 
for the education is not equal unless the needs of these 
have been met as nearly as it is possible to do so. 


Some of the handicapped have to be placed in in- 
stitutions equipped to care for them. Not many, how- 
ever. Only about one percent for physical and mental 
cases combined. Some are confined to their homes— a 
few permanently, others during long periods of treat- 
ment and convalescence. For those; the schools supply | 
home teachers. | 


The great majority are able to attend the regular 
schools if suitable services are provided for them. 
There should be but little segregation of the physically 
handicapped. They take the courses in ‘Common Learn- 
ings” and in vocations within the limits of their abili- 
ties. Avocational interests—especially in manual arts 
and music—are particularly encouraged because of 
their value for the mental health of those who cannot 
be as active as their classmates. 


Students with speech handicaps are treated some- 
what differently. They usually attend regular classes 
and receive remedial treatment from a specialist in 
speech defects. 


With the mentally handicapped, problems are 
more difficult. Here, also, however, the school should 
follow the policy of minimizing segregation. These 
children, it is understood, have the same needs as 
others. They, too, will work, earn money, spend their 
earnings, be members of families, be in good or ill 
health, vote in elections, be members of organizations, 
and use their leisure time wisely or otherwise. They 
are more likely to learn to do these things well, it is 
believed, if they work in association with other stu- 
dents. In vocational matters, the mentally handicapped 
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are helped to find and encouraged to choose occupations 
in which they have a reasonable chance of holding a 
job and earning a living. 


There are a number of us in this community who 
wonder if it isn’t possible to have a special class for 
these children who fall into the group described above. 
Certainly it would take much thought and study before 
a definite decision could be made for or against such a 
class, but why not consider it? 


The things seemingly necessary for the success of 
a special class are: (1) appropriate equipment and 
school material. Since the children are different in some 
respects from normal children, these must be adjusted 
to their needs. (2) A teacher trained especially to teach 
this type of child. (3) A definite selection of those to 
be trained in this special class. There we recognize the 
need of proper diagnosis by a competent specialist. 
Many schools have made the special classes a dumping 
-ground for all maladjusted children; such as truants, 
and delinquents, etc. 


Where large numbers are present in classes, in- 
sufficient personal attention can be given by the teacher 
to make her efforts successful with any of these kinds 
of unfortunates. 3 


Having come in contact with many parents of 
these children, I feel that they would organize as a- 
group in order to try to raise the money necessary for 
such a class. If these parents are big enough to admit 
their problems, aren’t we big enough as a community 
to try to help them? 


This report has been written and presented for 
two basic reasons: first, to show the parents of our 
community what we have been doing with the facilities 
and money available to us; second, to point out the 
major problemsthat still confront us and to give sug- 
gestions for the handling of these problems.
